7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  make  any  al- 
teration in  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be  asse^'s- 
ed  for  the  ensuing  year  for  the  support  of  public 
schools  and  the  payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  oi 
the  District  as  determined  by  the  School  Board  in  its 
annual  report. 

9.  To  see  what  action,  if  any,  the  District  v\^i.^hes 
to  take  concerning  the  reduction  of  distance  bus  pupils 
may  be  required  to'  walk  to  regular  established  trans- 
portation routes.  According  tO'  law  they  m.ay  not  be 
reqluired  to  walk  more  than  one  and  one  half  (1  1/2) 
miles.  Any  lesser  distance  may  be  set  by  vote  of  the 
District  or  the  School  Board. 

10.     To  transact  any  other     business     that     may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  ANNUAL   REPORT 


To  the  Dorchester  School  Board : 

Hereb}^  submitted  is  my  annual  report  as  your  Super- 
intendent  of   schools. 

It  is  difficult  to  make  a  very  comprehensive  report  to 
the  school  district  concerning  your  school  needs  and 
problems  in  Dorchester.  As  you  know  our  school  pop- 
ulation dropped  this  year  which  should  lower  the  bud- 
get. In  so  far  as  I  can  determine,  your  children  are  do- 
ing satisfactorily  in  Canaan  and  like  it  there. 

I  should  perhaps  call  your  attention  that  the  pos- 
sibility exists  that  Canaan  may  have  to  close  its  high 
school.  If  this  should  happen  it  woiuld  pose  a  problem 
to  Dorchester  pupils  who  want  to  attend  high  school. 
Plymouth  however,  can  accomodate  them  but  trans- 
portation would  remain  a  problem. 

The  school  district  might  be  interested  to  know  that 
transportation  to  the  new  school  in  Rumney  from  Dor- 
chester would  cost  approximately  what  it  does  now  to 
transport  the  children  to  Canaan.  Tuition  would  be 
soniev/hat  higher  but  with  the  small  number  involved 
this  would  be  negliable.  I  am  not  recommending  it  to 
you  but  I  am  saying  that  if  it  were  your  wishes  I  am 
sure  it  could  be  arranged  and  the  Dorchester  pupils 
would  then  be  under  my  supervision  and  jurisdiction. 
Perhaps  this  is  a  matter  you  would  like  to  consider.

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Explanation  of  Superintendent's  Salary 

Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953  of  tJie  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  requires  that  school  district  an- 
nual reports  show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  super- 
intendent as  per  the  following  quotation: 

"Reports.  Each  superintendent  of  a  supervisory 
union   shall   annually   prepare   a   report   showing 
the  total  salary  paid  to  the  superintendent,which 
report  shall  show  in  detail  the  amount  derived 
from   the   per   capita  tax  and   the   amount  paid 
directly  by  each  school  district  in  the  union". 
One  half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  pro- 
rated among  the  several  schocvl  districts  on  the  union 
on  '.156  basis  of  adjusted  valuatior.  One  half  is  pro- 
rattd  on  the   basis   of  average  daily  membership  in 
the  schools  for  the  previous  school  year  ending  J'une 
30th,  The  Superintendent  of  Supervisory  Union  No.  48 
during  1957-1958  received  a  salary  of  $6550  which 
was  made  up  as  fo-llows:  $2500  paid  from  the  per  cap- 
ita tax  and  $4050  prorated  among  the  several  school 
districts.    Allowance  of  $900  for    travel    within    the 
union  was  also  prorated  as  stated  above.
